2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 
Claims 1-7 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3) f because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method of 
reducing pollution of a poUutant, comprising: determining a marginal cost (ml) for reducing one pollution unit of the pollutant; 
deterrmnmg a futures cost (nl) for one pollution unit of the pollutant; setting the pollution fee (si) to be the same as the futures cost 
(nl) of the pollutant; in a comparison unit, comparing the marginal cost (ml) with the futures cost (nl); when the marginal cost (ml) is 
less than or the same as the futures cost (nl), invest in pollution reducing equipment to reduce pollution from a first quantity (xl) to a 
second quantity (x2), the difference between the first quantity (xl) and the second quantity (x2) being a delta quantity (d); selling the 
delta quantity (d) of futures at futures cost (nl) ; changing futures cost from (nl) to (n2); at a termination of futures contract term, 
buying back delta quantity (d) of futures at futures cost (n2) ; and determining a total cost (T 1) by adding the pollution fee (si) and the 
delta quantity (d) multiplied by a difference between futures cost (n2) and futures cost (nl). 



Claims 1-7 met the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can 
be made or used in industry.
